13-lU July: UPHILL Inspection Team consisting of ©DIEHL, ©NEUBA UER, and ©FREXHARDT 

observed training. In addition ©MUETAHL, ©HARER, ©FRITSCHE, ©SCHUP, and ©DREUSE 
from the 96l Sabotage Staff observed the evening exercises on 13 July from a remote 
area and assisted in closing down the bivouac and driving trucks back to Munich during 
afternoon of lU July. An UPHILL projectionist from the Compound tra ining section came 
to the site and presented certain training films for the benefit of each group of agents. 
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(Physical descriptions of new personnel are attached.) 

3. Personnel were quartered in a barracks building in Camp Poellnricht which 
had previously been utilized for the UJKEVEL training. The married couple (agents) 
were billeted on the econcmy in the town of Hohenfels and were brought on to the 
reservation daily for participation in the training. 

iw All missions listed in paragraph 2 of Reference were flown with the excep- 
tion of Mission No. 5 which was cancelled due to weather conditions. The air support 
was considered excellent j all drops with the exception of one pass on the first day 
drop were made exactly on schedule and the one exception was the responsibility of 
the ground crew in that they were unable to ignite identifying flares due to malfunc- 
tion of a number of flares. On subsequent exercises the ground crew found it neces- 
sary to ignite the flares with gasoline when igniters failed to work properly. On 
the exercise involving the mission which was cancelled due to weather, a drop was 
simulated by use of cargo and chute on hand. 

£• According to ©STAUDINGER, the mission of the UJLENTIL teams (UPHILL pseudo t 
NASB3RN) has been changed to include the responsibility of passing VIP personnel (to 
include clandestine agents) from one team to another in a manner sn™~n nr» to the E & E 
lines of UJKEVEL. Field training was devoted to passage of personnel through cut- 
outs and neutral meetings in addition to the usual burials, reception of aerial car- 
goes, KSG W/T training and similar clandestine activity. 

6. It was noted that two of the new agents (©LIST and ©SANDNER) were compar- 
atively young and did not correspond to the usual requirements of staybehind agents 
regarding stay ability. ©STAUDINQER stated that this was a deliberate move to pro- 
vide at least one man per team who is physically fit for all activity. UPHILL is 
taking a calculated risk that they may be able to remain in place following outbreak 
of hostilities at least for a sufficient period to train replacements. 

7. Ihe morale and attitude of the agents were considered excellent. They ent- 
ered into all phases of the training with enthusiasm and went to great lengths in 
preparing realistic and well camouflaged burials. During the evening exercises 
conducted under operational conditions, it was found that DZ's could be sanitized, 
parachutes buried, and cargoes transported to prepared sites within a period of 

20 - 30 minutes. 

8. Training films shown to the personnel consisted of copies of Army Confiden- 
tial CIC film "Surveillance" and a portion of the KUBARK Secret film on "Caching" 
with German language dialogue dubbed in.

1* * ©LIST. 5' 11", 160#, about 1+0 years of age, brown hair with receding 
hair line, brown eyes, slender build, even features, pleasant personality. 

Speaks no English. Claims that he is a forster in the Schleswig-Holstein area 
north of the Kiel Canal. Physically very active with no noticeable physical 
defect. Spent all his off-duty time playing Skat or chess. Member of NASHORN 
Team in Schleswig-Holstein. This was ©LIST'S first training exercise which he 
executed with distinction. 

2. ■* ©PARKER. 5* 6”, 11+0#, about 50 years of age, brown hair and eyes. 
Stocky build with wide facial features. Wears thick gold rimmed glasses. Very 
quiet and seldom speaks; no knowledge of English. Gives the impression of 
being rather helpless although he turned in a creditable performance. This was 
his first field exercise. Wears a silver pin denoting 25 years a member of the 
Deutsche Sangerverein. 

3. * ©NEUMANN. 5‘ 8", 18G#, about 50 years of age, light brown hair, blue 
eyes, heavy jowls, medium build, pleasant personality. Soft hands and obviously 
not used to physical work. Likes to play Skat. Gave the impression of being 
physically lazy but seemed to have a good knowledge of the subjects covered by 
the training program. 

li. * ©SANDNER. 5* U", 135#, about 35 years of age, light brown hair and 
blue eyes. Has very youthful appearance, slender build, even features. Very 
active physically and always volunteered for the heavy work. This was his first 
training session during which he surpassed the other three members of his team. 

5. * Hans NEUMANN (true). UPHILL Projectionist. 5* 6", 135#, about 35 
years of age, long wavy brown hair, grey-green eyes. First finger and most of 
thumb missing from right hand. Stated that he is married with a 1+ year old son. 
Invited Tamarin to visit him at his home at Arcisstr 1+3, Munich 13. Stated that 
he works directly under the supervision of ©PETERS in Training. 
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
